The entrance is an obscure sir^fl 
in an. open woodland. The entrance? 
room is 15 feet square and des¬ 
cends 12 feet over slabs of fallen 
rock. A broad straight passage 10 
feet high, heads south for 600 feet. 
The floor of the cave is of clay and 
very smooth. There is also an al¬ 
ternation of heavy breakdown. 

Another passage to the west is 
very broad and is 800 feet long, 30 
feet wide, and six to 10 feet high. 
In this passage there is a maze of 
dangerous fallen rock. 

The center passage trends south 
50 degrees west, 30 feet above the 
level of the cave. It is 1,000 feet 
long, 40 feet wide, 20 eet high and 
has large siabs of breakdown. Af¬ 
ter 550 feet, the passage changes 
south 20 degrees west, as a chasm 
of 50 feet deep walls of dry clay 
and rock debris made the travers- 

I ing very risky. It has a number of 
formations, stalactites soda straws, 
columns and stalagmetes. This pas¬ 
sage ends in a clay filled room 
which contains two deep pits. 

The east passage extends for 
■200 feet and is 20 feet wide and 10 
feet high. The passage then starts 
to narrow and is two feet wide at 
the base, 10 feet wide at the top, 

and 20 feet high. 

In the west passage is a peculiar 
mineral growth, gypsum crystals 
and gypsum flowers were also 

found in the cave.
